Toward almost everyone else 
Peiping is talking peace and co- 
existence, making friendly ges- 
tures and taking steps to fur- 
ther develop diplomatic and 
trade relations, 

The Geneva conference last 
summer was a turning point in 
Red China's foreign policy. Be- 
fore Geneva it was relatively 
isolated from the non-Commu- 
nist world and did not have a 
dynamic policy. In the half 
year since then a freewheeling 
Chinese political and diplomatic 
offensive has unfolded. 

Harsh words and hostile ac- 
tion against the United States 
have continued — the case of 
the 11 American airmen held as 
spies being merely one of a con- 
tinuing series of unfriendly acts. 

ooing Southeast Asia. 

But now Peiping is doing all 
that it can to woo the leading 
countries. of Southeast Asia and 
develop contacts with them. 

It is tossing out bait to the 
Japanese, hoping to establish 
ties with Japan and weaken its 
links with the United States. . 

It is also making friendly 
noises and conciliatory gestures 
to many. Western countries, 
with the aim of weakening sup- 
port for United States policies 
in the Far East. 

One aim is to fsolate the 
United States and undermine 
both Asian and European sup- 
port for American leadership in 
Asia. 

The Chinese Communist pre- 
mier and foreign minister, Chou 
En-lai, made this clear recently 
when he said: 

“We hold that interference in 
the internal affairs of Asian na- 
tions should be stopped, all for- 
eign military. bases in Asia be 
removed, foreign armed forces 
stationed in Asia withdrawn, re- 
militarization of Japan prevent- 
ed and all economic blockades 
and restrictions abolished.”

China’s current foreign poli- 
cy—emphasis on political and 
diplomatic tactics — is 
more successful than reljance 
on harsh power politics. .. 

Consolidating Its Hold, 

During the past year Peiping 
has consolidated its hold or in- 
fluence in neighboring aréas to 
the south, north and west of

Peiping’s links with the Com- 
munist regime in North Korea 
have been strengthened as a re- 
sult of a sizable program of 
Chinese economic aid to the Ko- 
reans. 

In November 1953 Red China 
agreed to cancel North Korea’s 
war debts to the Chinese. Pei- 
ping also promised to pravide 
the Koreans ;with transportation 
and industrial equipment the 
Chinese themselves are having 
difficulties obtaining.

Tighter Hold on Tibet. 

Red China’s control over 
Tibet has also been consolidated 
during the last year. 

Last April China and India 
signed an agreement by which 
the Indians fully recognize Chi- 
nese sovereignty over Tibet and 
agreed to withdraw their re- 


. maining posts there. 


Control over Tibet has been 
strengthened by completion of 
two motor roads to Lhasa. 

Formosa remains the last area 
on Red China’s flanks that has 
not been brought under Chinese 
control or neutralized. 

In Peiping’s propaganda, con- 
quest or “liberation” of Formosa 
is a top priority aim. 

But the Chinese Communists 
have been blocked from achiev- 
ing this aim by United States 
support of the Nationalist gov- 
ernment and, most recently, by 
an American security pact with 
the Nationalists. 

One of the main targets of 
the Chinese Communists’ diplo- 
matic maneuvering is the neu- 
tralistic block in South and 
Southeast Asia. 

Chou En-Lai’s visits to New 
Delhi and Rangoon last June, 
the return visits to Peiping of 
their respective premiers—Nehru 
and U Nu — and the joint Chi- 
nese-Indian and Chinese-Bur- 
mese statements on peaceful co- 
existence were moves of major 
importance in the Communists’ 
current peace campaign. 

The Chinese Communists have 
also fostered trade relations with 
Southeast Asian countries and 
now have trade agreements with 
India, Burma, Indonesia and 
Ceylon. 

In short they have adopted 
the pose: of reasonableness and 
peacefulness personified, and 
it appears to be paying off. 

Red China is also making 
many friendly gestures toward 
Japan. .

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Missouri School Aid 


the Missour! State Senate, would provide an 
increase of around $22,000,000 annually for the 
public schools of Missouri, If it is to come into 
force, the program would need to be approved 
by the voters in a reférendum following pas- 
sage at Jefferson City. 


It is unfortunate that the joint committee, - 


which submitted this plan under the chairman- 
ship of Republican Senator C. R. Hawkins of 
Brumley, also should be pushing a bill to raise 
the extra school money by increasing the state 
sales tax from 2 to 3 cents. This is the most in- 
equitable tax levied in Missouri. Since an in- 


crease in its rate is unjustifiable, it is regrettable 


that so important and desirable a matter as bet- 

ter school financing should be linked to it in 

any way. 

The two propositions however ‘are not Siamese 
twins. They must come before the Legislature 
separately, so the bad need net be aécepted for 
the sake of the good or vite versa: Some tax in- 
crease will be needed to put greater school aid 
on a solid footing. But it should not be beyond 
the ingenuity of the legislatérs to provide this 
revenue by devices other than the sales tax. 

Aside from providing more money for the 
schools, the new bill—which calls for a total an- 
nual appropriation of $67,000,000-— would dis- 
tribute these funds on a moré simple and logical 
basis than the system now: in effect. It abandons 
the “teacher and attendance” formula now in 
effect in favor of a state contribution for every 
pupil. 

The existing ¢qualization principle is pre- 
served, but its objective is to insure an annual 
per pupil expenditure-of $185—from all sources 
of revenue. It seeks to induce’school districts to 
raise their local tax rates to the constttutional 
limit of $1 for every $100 of assessed property. 
This rate—or a higher 6ne—is now in effect in 
only 35 of Missouri's 114 counties (exclusive of 
St. Louis). 

To some extent, state authorities may always 
face the problem of distinguishing properly be- 
tween poor school districts which are doing their 
very best for education on the local level and 
thosé which arbitrarily lower local assessments 
as a device for putting more of their school bur- 
dén on the state. That is why the 1953 Citizens’ 
Commission recommended an entirely new eco 
nomic basis for determining a community’s 
ability to support education. 

The measure now before the Legislature pro- 
vides no test so objective, but insofar as it may 
encourage greater local expenditures—as well 
as providing more state aid—it should help 
toward Wiping out one of Missouri’s disgraces: 
the fact that in proportion to income, we are fat 
below the average in the financing of education. 

A secondary feature of the bill, but also one 
of importance, is the “bonuses” of from $100 to 
$300 which it offers for teachers with more than 
the bare minimum qualifications for standing in 
front of a blackboard. 

This measure falls short of the thorough 
recommendations of the Citizens’ Commission. 
But it is not immune to amendments. And even 
without them it represents an awakening of 
Missouri’s conscience to the needs of its school 
children.

This would 
seem to put the affair on an almost “amateur” 
basis so far as the Russian foreign ministry is 
concerned. 

After all, Molotov has not hesitated in the 
past to lend his own prestige to highly improb 
able efforts to eway German opinion and Ger 
man parliamentary votes. Se why Ehrenburg 
and Dieckmann? If this was the lest gesture of 
Malenkov’s “soft” policy, it was soft indeed. If 
it was the first gesture of the new regime, it 
hardly rose beyond the trial-balloon level. 

Since part of Best Germany was given to the 
Poles by Moscow es compensation for Polish 
territory attached to the U.S.8.R., anything said 
about it always has some psychological impact 
in West Germany.

A Tariff Bill in 5 Weeks 
A favorable report on the Administration's re- 
ciprocal trade legislation has gone to the House, 
and in some ways the most remarkable thing 
about it is the date. 

. The House Ways and Means Committee, under 
the chairmanship of Democratic Representative 
Jere Cooper, completed hearings and voting on 
this measure Feb. 10, barely five weeks after 
the session Began. By contrast, the Republican 
leadership of the same committee both in 1953 
and 1954 held the President's tariff legislation 
until late in the session, and compelled him to 
make contession after concession to the protec- 
tionists béfore the bill finally went to the floor. 

This is, moreover, a far more effective recip- 
rocal trade measure than those . grudgingly 
passed in the first two years of this Administra- 
tion. It extends the authority for negotiation of 
reciprocal trade agreements three years instead 
of one. It permits the President in such agree- 


ments to reduce tariffs 5 per cent a year for. 
three years. In the case of tariffs now amount. * 


ing to more than 50 per cent, it permits reduc- 
tion to that level. 


Good as it is, the bill needs improvement, — 


and we hope that Senate leadera will make a 


serious effort in this direction. As the Commit: - 


tee for Economic Development has pointed out, 
the “peril point” and escape clauses of the pres- 
ent legislation impair the effectiveness of the 
reciprocal trade power and may possibly even 
nullify it. 

These clauses should be eliminated or at the 
very least rewritten. If extension of the Prest- 
dent's authority to negotiate trade agreements 
is worth doing at all, it is worth doing without 
crippling reservations and restrictions.

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Much Misunderstood Man 


Chairman Lewis L. Strauss of the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission is developing a rather impres- 
sive record for being misunderstood. 

Last December, at a press cofference which 
he called to defend the Dixon-Yates contract, 

. Strauss declared that the Army Engineers 
had approved the site of the proposed Dixon- 
Yates power plant: 

The Army Engineers promptly and categorical- 
ly denied that they had done any such thing. 
Adm. Strauss then said he had made a “slip of 
the tongue.” Two weeks later the stenographic 
transcript of the press conference was revised 
by the AEC to eliminate this and several other 
slips of the tongue. 

Last Feb. 1, Adm. Strauss appeared before thé 
@oint Congressional Committee on Atomic Ener- 
gy to challenge statements made by his fellow 
AEC member, Thomas E. Murray. Commissioner 
Murray, an opponent of the Dixon-Yates con- 
tract, has contended that the controversy inter- 
feres with the AEC’s work. In denying this. Adm. 
Strauss declared that he could not recall any 
recent discussion of the contract by the AEC. 

Commissioner Murray came back to the stand’ 
to testify that the AEC had discussed the Dixon- 
Yates contract on Feb. 1, the very day when 


Adm. Strauss was testifying. Adm. Strauss took . 


a day to study the records, and returned to the 
stand. He now testifies that at the Feb. 1 meéet- 
ing. he did réad a newspaper article about Dixon- 
Yates, and Commissioner Murray did, offer a 
motion calling for cancelation of the contract, 
and the commission did defer action on the 
motion. But this, says Adm. Strauss, he does 
not regard as “discussion of the contract.” 

The chairman's explanation will have to be 
accepted. But he must perceive that a few more 
misunderstandings of this sort—a few more oc- 
¢casions on which an AEC member and the AEC 
chairman openly challenge each other’s word— 
aré bound to raise questions in the public mind.

Senate Seat for Former Presidents? 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10. 


FAMILIAR PROPOSAL bobs up here again in a bill spon- 
sored by Senator Kilgore (Dem.), West Virginia, to make 
former Presidents of the United States automatically mem- 
bers-at-large of the Senate upon retirement from the White 
House. They would draw the regular salary and be permitted to 


speak, but not to vote. 


The purpose is to give the na- 
tion the benefit of the advice 
and counsel of ex-Presidents, 
services not now made available 
unless the in- 
cumbent Presi- 
dent calls upon 
a predecessor 
for some spe- 
cial task. That 
is the case with ©

in which post President Eisen- 
hower has continued Mr. Hoover. 

When President Eisenhower 
was asked what he thought of 
the Kilgore bill, under which 
both Messrs. Hoover and Tru- 
man would become Senators, he 
exhibited little enthusiasm. 


When Hoover Came Back. 


He was not too sure it was a 
good idea, though he concluded 
eventually that it might be all 
right and told his weekly news 
conference that he would not 
argue against it. He recognized 
that public officials acquire ex- 
perience that is valuable and 
that the services of ex-Presi- 
dents were available, and per-, 
haps they might be better uti- 
lized, he conceded, by having a 
specific position for them such 
as Senator-at-large. 

When Herbert Hoover came 
back to Washington to take the 
post assigned to him by Presi- 
dent Truman, it was his first 
visit since he had left the White 
House on March 4, 1933. He did 
not set foot in the national capi- 
tal while his successor, Franklin 
D. ,Roosevelt, was in the, White 
House. This was symptomatic of 
the coolness—or rather antago- 
nism—that had developed be- 
tween the two public figures 
friends

many years before. 


It is possible now to reveal a’ 
human-interest episode in con- 
nection with Herbert Hoover's 
return to Washington in the 
Truman Administration. Hardly 
had the ex-President got in 
his hotel room than the tele- 
phone rang and the voice at the 
other end said cheerily: “Mr. 
President, this is Harry Tru- 
man.” Mr. Hoover could not 
believe it—it was such __infor- 
mality as he never practiced 
when he was in the White House. 
But eventually the voice at the 
other end convinced him it was 
really President Truman. 

Mr. Truman explained that he 
knew this was the first time that 
Mr. Hoover had been back in 
Washington since he had left 
in March 1933 and he thought 
the ex-President might like to 
see the White House again and 
all the’ changes that had been 
made in the years since, which 
included the almost complete 
renovation during the Truman 
régime. President Truman said 
he would like to take Mr. Hoo-/ 
ver on a personally conducted 
tour of the White House and 
would send the White House tar 


for him. Mr: Hoover demurred 
a bit, but then yielded to Harry 
Truman’s warmth, and so the 
two had a tour of the White 
House. 

It is the subject of occasional 
comment that President Eisen- 
hower not only has not availed 
himself of the services of his 
predecessor in any capacity, but 
did not even contact Mr. Truman 
when the latter returned here 


| last year for a visit, nor when 


he, himself, visited Kansas City 
where the ex-President has his 
office. 

President Eisenhower was re- 
sentful of the attacks that then- 
President Truman made against 
him in the 1952 presidential 
campaign which were provoked, 
in turn, by Gen. Eisenhower's 
criticism of the Korean war. In 
that, Mr. Truman felt the gen- 
eral had let him down. 


Trumai’s European Visit. 


There wag a time when rela- 
tions between the two were most 
cordial—in fact, almost up to 
the 1952 campaign. We get a 
good picture of the start of that 
friendship in our current Presi- 
dent’s own words from his book, 
“Crusade in Europe.” where he 
is telling of President Truman’s 
visit to Germany soon after the 
war and not long after Mr. Tru- 
man had become President, 
thus: 

“One day when the President 
was riding with Gen! Bradley 
and me he fell to discussing the 
future of some of our war lead- 
ers. I told him that I had no 
ambition except to retire to a 
quiet home and from there do 
what little 1 could to help our 
people understand some of the 
great changes the war had 
brought to the world and the 
inescapable responsibilities that 
would evolve upon us as a re- 
sult of the changes. i 


Help to Presidency. 


“I shall never forget the Presi- 
dent’s answer. Up to that time I 
had met him only casually on 
two or three occasions. I had 


breakfast with him informally | 


and had found him sincere, earn- 
est and a most pleasant person 
with whom to deal. Now, in the 
car, he suddenly turned toward 
me and said: ‘General, there is 
nothing that you may want that 
I won't try to help you. get. That 
definitely . and specifically in- 
cludes the presidency in 1948.’ 

“I doubt that any soldier of 
our country was ever so suddenly 
struck in his emotional vitals by 
a President with such an appar- 
ently sincere and _ certainly 
astounding proposition as _ this. 
Now and then, in conversations 
with friends, jocular suggestions 
had previously been made to me 
about a possible political career. 

“My reaction was always in- 
stant repudiation, but to have 
the President suddenly throw 
this broadside into me left me 
no recourse except to treat it as 
a very splendid joke, which I 
hoped it was. I laughed heartily 
and said: ‘Mr. President, I don’t 
know who will be your opponent 
for the presidency, but it will 
not be me. There was no doubt 
about my seriousness’.” 

(The “my” was italicized by 
the general.) 

This is very interesting, 
view of history since.

NEW YORK, Feb. 11 (AP). 


T this week. And more boys than ever are now trying daily 
-* to do a good deed in a naughty world, a goal we 
grownups often chuckle over but actually admire greatly. . 

The Boy Scouts now have 
3,700,000 miembers. The 
organization has grown 
every year since its found- 
ing in 1910, increased 72 
per cent in the last five 
years alone. But as the 
genera: population is aging 
rapidly, there are still 
plenty of elderly ladies for 
Scouts to help cross a busy 
street intersection. 

I am one of the more 
than 24,000,000 Americans 
who have taken the Boy 
Scout oath: 

“On my honor I will do 
my best to keep myself 
physically strong, mental- 
ly awake and morally 
straight.”

AT LEAST that is the 
way I remember the oath. 
And on my honor today I certainly have to admit to a 
humber of shoddy falls from grace in keeping that pledge 
over the years. 

But I don’t hold with the few remaining minor league 
cynies who think the Boy Scout movement is a waste of 
time and its ideals are childish. On the other hand it 
isn’t necessary for me to defend it as a key organization 
in the fight against juvenile delinquency. Its record proves

MY REASON for admiring the Boy Scouts is simply 
one of basic human gratitude. What I learnéd as a Scout 
later saved my life. 

At 14, having graduated from tenderfoot and second 
class rank, I went to a two-week summer Scout camp 
determined to earn as many merit badges as I could. 

For some reason I wanted above ali to win a merit 
badge in swimming, although I could dog paddle only 
about 10 feet at the time. Every moment I could escape 
the camp routine I spent in the river. A Scout teacher 
taught me swimming strokes. 

The day before the encampment ended I won my 
merit badge. Among other things I had to dive from a 
raft, retrieve from the river bottom a heavy iron sledge 
hammer equivalent to the weight of a 200-pound drowning 
man, and bring it back to the raft. Then, without rest, I 
had to swim 100 yards.

- NEVER SINCE THEN have I swam that far. Soon after 
leaving the encampment, I quit going to Scout meetings. 
For one thing, I belonged to the Eagle Patrol, and the 
Scout manual said our cry was “Kree!” No matter how I 
yelled “Kree!” I didn’t feel like an eagle. Furthermore 
(since I guess I’m on my honor again) I got interested in 
girls. Looking back now, I realize this was one of those 
mistakes that change a man’s lifetime, } 

But 17 years later I was in a boat in the third assault 
wave of Gen. George 8S. Patton's Western Task Force as it 
hit the fron coast of French Morocco Nov. 8, 1942. 

, Our landing craft missed the beach and ran full 
force into a coral outcropping. As the boat began to cap- 
size, the lieutenant yelled: “Everybody overboard.” — 

A moment later I was over my head in water. The 
surf weighted my boots, pack and clothing like lead, and 
seemed to claw me under. Twice I swam to the coral rock, 
but it was crowded with soldiers from the front of the 
boat, and the waves washed me away. The third time, utterly 
worn. out, I made it, But the soldier ahead of me had to 
lend me a hand to help get me up on the rock. 


x * * 

TWO DAYS LATER, I went to a burial service near 
the spot where we had landed. Many of the pale-faced boys 
lying there in full combat dress were soldiers who had 
drowned coming ashore, unable to defend themselves against 
orfe of man’s oldest foes—water. They never got to fight 
beeause they had never learned to swim. 

Now when I see a funny cartoon about the tribulations 
ofthe little Scouts and their fat Scoutmaster I can enjoy it 
as much as the next fellow. Fun is still fun. | 

But if anybody tries to tell me that the Boy Scout 
movement isn’t a wonderful thing—well, he’s talking to a 
man who feels he owes his present existence to it.

and sixth steps: It’s done a

counts.

Weertacate we are compared to those in other parts 
of the world. 

A native of India, for-instance, can look forward to 
only 27 years of life compared to our almost 70-year life 
expectancy. An Indian baby has only four in five chances 
of living for just the first two years after birth. In North 
America, a full-term infant has a 95 per cent chance of 
surviving all childhood to age 20 years. 

But such statistics alone don't give the real story. 
Starvation—weakening, sicknening, hunger unto death—is 
common in Asia. Malnutrition is the rule there, producing 
stunted, twisted bodies and minds. No one starves to death 
in the United States. |

TERRIFYING DISEASES that are common in other 
parts of the world are strange and rare here. These include 
blinding trachoma, the grotesque swelling of legs called 
elephantiasis from threadworm invasion of the body, the 
shaking onslaughts of malaria; pock-marking smallpox, yel- 
low fever, bone-aching dengue fever, the terribly chronic 
amebic dysentery, strangling diptheria, burning, intestine- 
wrecking typhoid fever, and countless cancers and tuber- 
culosis that would make the numbers of our sufferers pale 
into insignificance. 

We forget that almost two-thirds of all the people in 
the world still live in Dark Ages of disease, poverty, 
ignorance and illiteracy. We forget when we refer to the 
great strides made by modern man that we are talking only 
about people living in North America and, to a lesser extent, 
those living in Europe. The enormous mainland of Middle. 
and East Asia, the dark continent of Africa (except around 
the coastal countries and civilizations), 'and many people in 
Central and South America do not haye anything like our 
goods, our Hteracy or knowledge, nor our taken-for-granted 

Poverty and disease, ignorance and illiteracy, are both 
causes and results and cannot be separated.

WHILE WE GRUMBLE about having a cold, or finding 
the most agreeable doctor, or paying one-thirtieth of our 
annual income for all‘hospital and medical expenses, Asian 
mothers and babies are dying in filth, unattended; men and 
women by the millions are dying and being crippled by dis- 
ease or starvation, One and one-half billion people exist 
from day to day desperately scratching for bare necessities 
to an animal existence. ’ 
Travelers in these regions tell me that most Asian 
people have no time or capacity for thoughts about freedom 
versus slavery, Western democracy versus Communism. 
They are too busy simply trying to stave off starvation 
and too busy finding a hovel we wouldn't put cattle in for 
a home. . owe |

ROM the halls of Montezuma 
F to the shores of Tripoli, the 

United States Marines have 
the situation well in hand, as 
tradition tells us. At the foot 
of Ferry street here, the Ma- 
rines are doing all right, too, 
including a group of 27 active, 
enthusiastic women reserves, 
who spend their daytime hours 
at office or allied jobs, but put 
on olive-green uniforms each 
Tuesday night and report on 
deck for duty. 

The only branch of military 
service with a reserve program 
for women, the women Marines 
will celebrate their twelfth 
birthday tomorrow. Maj. Lee 
Meyer, officer for the platoon, 
which is part of the Third In- 
fantry Battalion, would like to 
have a birthday present of a 
lot more women reserves, about 
23 more to fill out their maxi- 
mum strength of 50. 

“This is a wonderful thing 
for women who want to get into 
s0me branch of service ‘but do 
not want to give up their jobs 
on a full-time basis,” she says. 
“This gives them an idea of 
military life without cutting off 
all their home ties.” 

At present the group includes 
veterans of World War }I and 
dhe Korean conflict and Soung- 
sters who have just finished 
high school. Requirements spec- 
ify that a recruit must be a 
high school graduate,:18 to 35 
years of age. She may be mar- 
ried but must have no children 
under age 18; and she must en- 
list for three years.
